calibre of competition is a major factor in determining a team's rating.

On the strength of season power quotients, which we've found don’t always mean too much 


in post season bowl games. Oklahoma, Nebraska

However, we aren't that naive . . bowl games 
are something else' They'll be great games, and we're looking for at least one upset. Fourteenth- 
ranked Colorado will be a toughie for 7th-rated Auburn 
Colorado by four points.

tutional. Yet t be deter­ 
mined, he said, is the kind 
of tax structure we w ill have- 
-whether It w ill be an In­ 
crease in the sales tax, a 
value-added tax, or ad va­ 
lorem tax. 


Agriculture w ill be af­ 
fected by prop! sals to control 
environmental pollution, both 
air and water, he said. 
"Ma­ 
ny of the things we use to 
produce agricultural products 
are under attack by the envi­ 
ronmentalists, " he pointed 
out. 


A decision w ill be made 
in 1973 about governmental 
farm programs, he said, ad­ 
ding that three things can 
happen: Congress can do n - 
thing, in which case we 
would revert to the Agricul­ 
tural Act of 1958; Congress 
can extend the programs now 
in effect; or new legislation 
can be written. 
"In any 
case, what happens w ill have 
a major impact on agricul­ 
ture In Texas, " he said.

First of ail, it’s a must to 
withhold grazing until plants 
are completely established 
and well rooted. Crazing pas­ 
tures before plants are 6-8 
inches high can reduce total 
forage production by as much 
as 30 percent. 


Since small grains do not 
grow' much during cold wea­ 
ther prevalent during Decem­ 
ber, January a id February, 
cure must be used in grazing. 
Stocking rates should oe ad­ 
justed to die amount of ac­ 
cumulated growth of small 
grain pastures. 


Sm all grains should be 
grazed with livestock of high 
market vaiu; such as stock­ 
er c lives and dairy animals, 
points out Bragg. Cow-c alf 
operations can also be iefit 
from their use to meet pro­ 
tein and energy requirements 
of Hie animals. These re­ 
quirements can be met by 
grazing fee limited periods 
each d iy or by grazing every 
third or fourth day. 


The agent lists a few oth­ 
er guidelines for increasing 
benefits from small grain 
pasture* 


1, Remove livestock dur­ 
ing periods of wet weather. 


2, Keep a supply of dry 
roughage available, 


3, Don’t overgraze J ir­ 
ing dry ar cold periods as 
stem terminals may be des­ 
troyed. 


4, Remove cattle around 
March I on acreages where 
grain is to be harvested. 


If grain is to be harvested 
next spring, additional nitro­ 
gen is usually needed as a 
topless application, Such 
applications should ne made 
in late January cr February. 
As far as the amount of ni­ 
trogen to apply, Bragg sug­ 
gests contacting the County 
Extension office for more de­ 
tailed information.

A pre-construction safety- 
meeting between the con­ 
tractor, members of tile Tex­ 
as Highway Department and 
Department of Public Safety, 
and Medina County Judge Je ­ 
rome H. Decker and Com­ 
missioner ITilmer Mangold, 
was held on Wednesday, De­ 
cember 20, 1972, to discuss 
the safe handling of traffic 
through these projects.

Take care of your yule fruitcake 


By Gaye Bippert, HD Agent 


What a nice surprise I Un­ 
der that bright wrapping and 
pretty bow is a scrumptious- 
looking fruit cake. 
Food gifts such as fruit 
cakes are welcome and de­ 
lightful Christmas gifts, but 
care is essential In wrapping 
these foods after cooking--to 
insure a quality product later. 
Mrs, Gaye Bippert, Coun­ 
ty Extension Agent, offered 
some ideas on caring for 
baked fruit cakes along with 
a holiday recipe--Famous Old 
Fruit Cake. 
"After removing fruit cake 
from oven, leave it in paper 
and cool thoroughly, " she 
Instructed, 
Then wrap securely In a 


second layer of moisture- 
vapor-proof packaging ma­ 
terial-such as cellophane, 
aluminum foil, pliofilm or 
laminated wrapping paper, 
Store in a cool place, In a 
tightly covered container. 
Most fruit cakes are aged 
to bring out flavor. They ate 
generally considered best af­ 
ter one to three months stor­ 


age. 


Sift together 4 cups flour, 
I teaspoon cinnamon, 1/2 
teaspoon cloves, I teaspoon 
nutmeg, 1/4 teaspoon a ll­ 
spice, and 1/2 teaspoon salt. 
Cream 1/2 pound butter or 
margarine and I cup brown 
sugar in another container. 
Add 6 beaten egg yolks to 
this creamed fat mixture. 
Next, mix a small amount 
of tile flour mixture, with the 
raisins and dates to keep them 
from sticking together.

If wrapped well, fruit 
cakes can be kept up to one 
year in the freezer. When 
ready to use, simply remove 
the cake from the freezer and 
thaw, It should not be un­ 
wrapped while thawing. 
Tile recipe for Famous Old 
Fruit Cake is found in "Christ- add 6 beaten egg whites, 
mas Time at Home" (B-254), 
a bulletin which may be pur­ 
chased through the County 
Extension Agent's office. 
FAMOUS OLD FRUIT CAKE 
Wash and dry 3 pounds 
seeded raisins or currents. Cut 
the following into half-inch 
cubes: I pound grapefruit 
peel, I pound candied pine­ 
apple and 1-1/2 pounds figs, 
dates or apricots. 
Leave whole, if desired, I 
pound candied red cherries, I 
pound pecans or black wal­ 
nuts, and 1/2 pound almonds. 


Add flour mixture alter­ 
nately with 1/2 cup fruit 
juice to the creamed fat mix­ 
ture. Add fruits and nuts, 
and mix thoroughly. Finally 


This makes l l pounds of 
batter, which may be baked 
in loaf pans, coffee cans or 
stem cake pans. 
Grease pans. 
Line them 
with brown paper to fit, with 
the paper extending one inch 
above tile pan. Next, grease 
tile paper. 
Hand pack the batter firm­ 
ly Into the pans to within 1/2 
inch of the top. 
Cover the top with waxed 
paper and place over a pan 
of water In the oven. 
Bake 
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at 250 degrees F. for the rec­ 
ommended time as follows: 
A one-pound cake should 
be baked for 2 to 2-1/2 
hours; a two-pound cake, 
3-1/2 hours; and a three- 
pound cake 4 hours. 
Remove waxed paper from 
the cake's top during the last 
15 minutes of baking. 
Take the cooked cake 
from the oven and cool it 
thorouglily. Now it's ready 
to age and give as a tasty 
Christmas treat, the Agent 
concluded.
